The International Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters said today 
it 
will ask ^or “ a substantial wage 
increase” and a health and wel­ 
fare plan when negotiations begin 
with the U. S. Potters Association 
on a new working agreement. 
The two proposals were among 
the demands which the 
IBOP’s 
wage policy committee drew up in 
a three-day session which ended 
late Friday in Pittsburgh. 
The 
amount 
of 
increase 
the 
IBOP will seek was not announc­ 
ed. but a spokesman pointed out 
potters have had only one raise in 
five years. 
The union also will seek a health 
and welfare plan to match the 
trend 
in 
other 
industries, 
the 
spokesman continued. 
The IBOP signed a contract two 
years ago calling for a wage in­ 
crease in lieu of a welfare plan. 
That pact expires Oct. I. 
The spokesman said the notice 
for reopening of the co n tras al­ 
ready has been filed. It was filed 
when the IBOP sought to reopen 
the contract in October, but was 
turned down by the m anufactur­ 
ers. 
John Becker, a representative 
of Blue Cross who drew up wel­ 
fare plans for both the electrical 
and auto workers union, explained 
how the plans operate for other 
unions, what procedure must be 
followed and the data required. 
The wage p o l i c y committee 
again endorsed an advertising pro­ 
motion plan after hearing a talk 
by Thomas Duran of Bob P o s t . 
Jury Of Bribery And Inc * a company which 
makes

The plan would show how Amer­ 
ican-made ware is m anufactured 
and how it is superior to foreign 
ware.

Conflicts In The Law 


If school children grow up with a skimpy 
knowledge of American history, it goes withou 
saying they have no knowledge of the Supreme 


Court at all. 
, 
. 
To the extent that blasts against the court 
come from citizens who bear this handicap of 
ignorance, their very ignorance 
lams » > 
they m isunderstand what the Supreme Court 
does under constitutional government. 
Chief Justice Marshall explained the federal 
judiciary's job in 1803 in Marbury 
Madison, 
the first case in which the Supreme Court de- 
dared an act of Congress to be unconstitutional^ 
“It is emphatically the province and duty of 
the judicial departm ent to say what the law is, 
he ruled, “so if a law be in opposition to the 
Constitution; if both the law and the Constitu­ 


tion apply to a particular case, so that the 
court m ust either decide that case conform ably , 
to the law, disregarding the C o n s titu tio n e r | 
conform ably to the 
Constitution, 
disregarding 
the law; the court must determine which of 
these conflicting rules governs the case. This 
is of the very essence of judidal duty. 
Until this right was asserted, the judicial 
branch of the government was not co-equal with 
the administrative and legislative branches. Ad­ 
ministrators and legislators to this day be­ 
grudge the judiciary its power to invalidate 


their acts and decisions. 
But to this day, the remedy continues to be 
for legislators to pass better laws when con­ 
flicts in existing laws are pointed out —■ not to 
attack the judiciary for performing its duty. 
Not even the most relentless blaster of the 
Supreme Court can deny that its recent .rulings 
upholding the rights of individual citizens re­ 
flect a rebalancing of the legal structure of the 
United States toward the Constitution and away 
from expedient laws and administrative rulings 
which had raised constitutional questions. 
This has stirred the ire of critics who ne\er 
want the Constitution to get in their way when 
they are scourging their favorite devils but want 
to use it as a barrier when they, themselves, 
are scheduled for scourging. 
Instead of chanting criticism of the Supreme 
Court, they should be chanting demands for bet- 
ter laws and better administrative rulings. Why 
do they prefer to criticize the Supreme Court 
Because most of the critics are lawmakers ad­ 
ministrators, or their apologists. They still stick 
to the idea that Chief Justice Marshall chal 
lenged in 1803 — that judges should be belt 
answ erable to politicians, not to their judicial 


duty. 
The United States is poorly-prepared to sup­ 
port constitutional government because it is al­ 
most totally unprepared to understand what the 
Supreme Court is doing when it settles conflicts 


in the law.

The congregation at the Brooklyn 
church has been spli* for years 
over the Rev. Mr. Melish. His foes 
accuse him of left-wing activities. 
He repeatedly has denied any com ­ 
m unist link. 
The Rev. Mr. Melish, rem oved 
under a recent court decision, did 
not attend the m eeting. His wife 
was present, however, and so was 
Cam eron Beadle, head of the pro- 
Melish vestry forces.
